U.S. hijacker seized 
after four-hour drama 


CHICAGO (Reuter), — A hijacker 
aboard a Northwest Airlines Boeing 
707 airliner was captured by police 
Friday night after a four-hour 
drama. 


The hijacker, described as a long- 
haired young man in his early 20s 
4 a brown leather ‘headband 
and woollen shirt, was brought from 
the Boeing by almost ἃ dozen police 
and taken away from Chicago's 
O'Hare Airport in a police car.

Brody was arrested Thursday by 
the Secret Service. Agents said he 
had telephoned the White House and 
said he planned to 141 President 
Nixon.

VATICAN CITY. — Pope Paul, 
in a message of joy for Christmas, 
yesterday told men to abandon ir- 
religious pride and intolerant self- 
sufficiency, ‘and to accept the Christ 
who is “capable of healing the 
endless series of our ills.” 

He was speaking at mid-day from 
the balcony of St. Peter's Basilica, 
Ctiristendom’s largest church. The 
74-year-old Pontiff, a tiny, white- 
clad figure, speaking from high up 
on the balcony on the front of St. 
Peter's overlooking the vest square, 
told the 25,000 crowd to open their 
hearts to Christ. 

His message, relayed by radio and 
television throughout most of the 
world, was followed by the solemn 
papal blessing “Urbi et Orbi” ito 
the city and to the world), and by 
Christmas greetings to the crowds 
in 13 languages, including Chinese.

for Israel’s imports

Jerusalem Post Economie Correspondent 
Ὁ Is Israel's biggest single 
exporter? Probably Moshe Μεὶ- 
ΑΝ, or rather the Bank of Israel, 
whose Foreign ‘Exchange Depart- 
Ment he heads. 

His job Is to salt away the benk’s 
foreign currency reserves, which 
‘now approximate $600m. net, At an 
average of six per cent interest, Mr. 
Meirav thus brings in “export” earn- 
ings of §36m. a year — with 100 
‘per cent added value, that is, at πὸ 
Solar cost in imported raw mate- 
‘rials or machinery. 

Meirav, 38, is new to the post. 
‘Previously he served as Economic 
-Counsellor to the Embassy in Wa- 
rshington. So there is little he does 
-not know about the art of conjuring 
ever pew and ever greater credits 
»to feed his country’s rapacious appe- 
iilte for strategic and non-strategic 
‘imports. 

‘ Sonserving what we have is an 
‘important ‘aspect of the task, “My 
‘business is not primarily to earn 
-maximum returns on the forelgn 
‘balances,” he explains to The Jeru- 
‘salem Post. If it were, he could 
“negotiate medium-term loans or in- 
‘vest in bonds that would exploit the 
jprevailing high interest rates. Sut 
-his first responsiblity is to keep the 
‘economy liquid. An importer order- 
ing electric tooth-brushes, or a holi- 
‘day-maker requiring his foreign tra- 
-vel allowance, must always find the 
‘doars waiting for him, It is no good 
‘telling applicants to come back in 
three months’ time when our bonds 
-mature, They want the money now. 
‘If they don’t get it, then the whole 
system of Uberallzed imports wouki 
collapse, necessitating the introduc- 
tion of bureaucratic controls once 


‘again. 
Banking honour 


: Nor can Mr, Meirav speculate in 
currencies by switching into those 
-which are likely to appreciate: there 
‘is honour among central banks. 
‘But these institutions are too 
‘wily to let themselves be taken for 
‘a ride efther. It is not forbidden to 
‘effect payment in currencies other 
tthan those you would like to hold 
‘on to. And Mr. Meirav has a good 
‘store of German marks — though 
tthe money whose asset value is 
‘Breatest does not necessarily gain the 
‘best current return. 

. The biggest question-mark in the 
fleld of valuta is U.S. aid, 2 subject 
which wes at the centre of Mr. 
‘Melrav’s preoccupations during his 
‘term in Washington. We cross-ques-

The American Government loaned 
the ‘State of Israel §500m. in 1969/

Economic aid 

Will Washington keep up its vi- 
gorous policy of buttressing defence 
in this zone? Prime Minister Golda 
Meir put in for another $500m. for 
1971/72 — $300m. of military cre- 
dits, and $200m. of economic aid. 
The American administration pro- 
posed the $300m. of military credits 
to Congress, and this was duly voted. 
It has not so far requested any 
economic aid but Congress, on its 
own initiative, voted a grart whose 
precise amount still has to be set- 
tled between the two Houses, since 
they opted for different sums. It will 
probably end up as something 
between $50m. and $100m. 

This makes a total of $350m.- 
400m., all of which will go on arms, 
The economic aid portion is spent 
faithfully on the US. civilian mar- 
ket but according to Mr. Meirav, it 
is devoted to the various small-scale 
implements, electronic ad others, 
needed to round off Israel's defence 
requirements. 

‘What is finally allocated depends 
on President Nixon. It may be more 
than the sums mentioned, or less, 
The issue is not primarily a money 
matter. First of all, Nixon does not 
have to release all the funds autho- 
rized by Congress. In any, ase, he 
will make his decision on political, 
not economic grounds. Washington’s 
choice can scarcely depend on the 
condition of Israel's exchequer. Any 
arms shipment must be accompanied 
by equivalent financial credits, be- 
cause we cannot pay for Phantoms, 
‘We can only promise to pay. _ 

We are, after all, paying for a 
great number of other things, Not 
the whole of our arms programme 
is financed by the U.S. Treasury. 
During the years that Israel got 
hose $500m. of credits from the 
President, we spent over $800m. on 
defence imports, which means that 
we had to mobilize $300m. from 
other sources.

Borrowing $300m. 

“We can afford to borrow up to 
200m. from the U.S. and πὸ more 
this year,” he believes. The $200m. 
of economic aid was requested as 
@ grant not because Israel feels the 
sentimental prerogatives of a poor 
Telation, but because to take bigger 
Woans at the present juncture would 
overburden her economy, and thus 
contribute to upsetting the apple- 
cart, Mr. Meiravy sees economic se- 
curity as part of military security. 
In 1967, he points out, we spent 
$160m. of foreign currency on de- 
fence. Let us assume a normal rate 
of increase and suppose that today 
we were spending $250m.

A money grant helps 
bridge this dangerous gap, rein- 
forces Israel's credit-worthiness, and 
makes her a more secure customer 
for larger financial advances in the 
future. Like the ultra-soft loans made. 
over to developing countries by the 
AED ‘twhich are almost gifts) as- 


sistance is also an investment. 


“We can handle an increased debt 


“and even that om one condition: 
that Israel continues her economic 
growth in accordance with past per- 
formance." Under the five-year plan 
output is due to rise by eight per 
cent annually, and exports by 15 
per cent, That projection makes it 
possible to shoulder an extra burden 
even though it postpones still fur- 
ther the elimination of Israel’s for- 
elgn trade gap. 


Limit to debts 


But the economy cannot sensibly 
assume more obligations than that, 
taking into account her other ac- 
cumulating liabilities, such as the 
sale of bonds. Whether the U.S. 
allots all the aid that Mrs. Meir 
asked for, or increases war credits 
above the $300m. Umit to permit 
the acquisition of more military 
hardware, it would be a mistake 
for Israelis to accept these appro- 
‘priations on loan terms. In Mr. 
Meirav's view, any such extra allo- 
cation, for whatever purpose, would 
have to take the form of a grant-in- 
aid, because Israel simply cannot 
run her economy into the ground.

Under the Law of 1949, he noted 
further, ‘the betterment tax was 
payable on the difference In the 
consideration paid for proporty and 
the consideration recelved therefor 
Upon ita resale. But aa in 
cases these prices were found to be 
fictitious, the legislature had decid- 
ed, in the law of 1968, to make ‘the 
tax payable on the difference in the 
market value of the property be. 
tween the time ft was bought and 
the time it was sold. However, to 
appease those people who objected 
to the presumption implicit in this 
provision that all buyers and sel- 
lers of property are potentlad liars, 
the ‘legislature made an exception of 
cases where the contracts of pur- 
chase or sale are made in writing 
and the Director 1s satisfied that 
the consideration for the property 
was fixed in good faith and without 
being influenced by the existence of 
some speciat relationship between 
the seller and the purchaser, and 
Permitted the betterment tax, ‘in 
such cases, to be caiculateil on the 
basis of the consideration given and 
recelved and uot on the hasis of 
the market value. 

In the present case, Justice Wit- 
kon continued, the appellants had 
argued that the value of the apart- 
ment when it was bought should be 
deemed to be the market value, 
‘(and not the consideration actually 
given for it) as there had been a 
Special relationship between them 
‘and the company which sold them 
the apartment, this relationship con- 
sisting in the fact that already In 
1961 the appellants had acquired 
certain privileges entitling them to 
purchase an apartment at preferen- 
tial rates, whereas the ordinary man 
in the street, who had not acquired 
these privileges, was not entitled to 
similar terms, 

However, Justice Witkon held, 
there was no call to enter into the 
merits of the question of “special 
relations,” (although he was inclin-

Some 30 people, among them 
relatives of the Leningrad ac- 
cused, held a hunger strike at the 
Western Wall over the week-end 
in solidarity with Jewish prison- 
ers in Russia, striking to mark 
the first anniversary of the Lenin- 
grad hijack trial. The hunger 
strikers in Jerusalem inciuded Dr. 
Binyamin Halevi, the Gahal ΜΞ, 
and a group of young people 
from the Jewish Agency's Insti- 
‘tute for Youth Leaders from 
Abroad. κι began on Friday morning 
at Yad Vashem. Before the Sabbath, 
they moved to the Wall, where they 
intended to remain until] this morn- 
ing, Because of the cold, on Friday 
night they slept in the yeshiva at 
Mount Zion. 

Jewish sources in Moscow re- 
ported to the “Associated Press” 
that the Leningrad accused, and 
several other Jewish prisoners, had 
gone ahead with their planned 
three-day hunger strike (reported 
in Friday’s Post).

Anglican prelate gives 


views on J’lem building

The Anglican Archbishop of 
Jerusalem, Rev. George Appleton, 
told a television. mterviewer yes- 
terday that he end the ibi- 
shop of Canterbury thought it 
might be a helpful “gesture” on 
Israel's part if it stopped its 
building programme in Jerusalem 
— as 8 step towards peace talks. 
Rev. Appleton, speaking on the 
television's weekly magazine, was 
clarifying a recent statement of 
the ‘Archbishop of Canterbury, 
which Rev. Appleton had second- 
ed, criticizing Israel for building 
in Jerusalem. 

Rev. Appleton said that while the 
new buildings were not beautiful, 
he was not using their aesthetic 
properties as a political argument. 
On the other hand, he felt that there 
was probably 2 political motive be- 
hind them — Israel had re; its 
“rightful place” in Jerusalem, and 
wanted to populate it with as many 
Israelis as possible. But the Arabs 
and Palestinians also had a rightful 
Place In the City. 

Asked for his views on the ideal 
status of Jerusalem, the Archbishop 
suggested a system of boroughs for 
the City. The system he envisaged 
would provide for two boroughs for 
West Jerusalem, one for Bethlehem, 
one for East Jerusalem, and one 
for the suburbs reaching to Ra- 
maliah. 

The walled city itself would also 
comprise one borough, run by “an 


inter-faith council.” The Archbishop 
recognized that this plan did not 
solve the problem of jurisdiction, but 
he thought it could well be talked 
about more widely and deeply. The 
problem of Jerusalem would only 
be solved satisfactorily in the con- 
text of an overall peace conference, 
he added. 

Rev. Appleton stressed the need 
to erase from the Christian mind 
the feeling that the Jews are for- 
ever guilty of Deicide. Gentiles were 
also involved in the crucifixion, he 
sald, aud the Jews involved were 
only one small of the nation. 

He termed the experience of liv- 
ing as a Christian minority in a 
Jewish majority “a wholesome situa- 
tion.”

Tne Prime Minister spoke of the 
great hopes for increasing aliya 
from the Soviet Union in the com- 
ing year, which would not be a 
routine one by all forecasts, 

Referring to? the talks with the 
U.S., Mrs. Meir said Israel had posed 
some questions, and the U.S. Gov- 
ernment should know how to frame 
the aaswers, In addition. Israel had 
asked the U.S for clarification on 
the arms supply issue. 


She said that Israel was ready to 
enter these talks, “but we have to 
know what itsallabout andon what 
basis we are going into them. The 
U.S., which has offered its good 
offices, has to let us know how it 
interprets its role and its viewpoints.” 

Mrs. Meir quoted from Defence 
Minister Dayan's argument to the 
African Presidents that while Is- 
rael understood Egypt's need for 
the Suez Canal, and was ready to 
pull back despite tne hazards in- 
volved, Sharm e-Sheikh was es- 
sentlal because Egypt could use 
it to blockade Israeli shipping. 


Refering to the Indo-Pakistan war, 
Mrs. Meir declared: “If we needed 
any more proof, it has taught us 
never, never to rely on international 
Suarartees, or promises. We saw 
how Pakistan, a member of Seato 
and Cento, was left alone and couid 
not defend itself. 

“We have no defence treaty with 
any other country. We have nelgh- 
bours who untill this day refuse to 
accept our very existence. It Js 
entirely untrue that their refusal 
has anything to do with our hold- 
ing on to territories. Was it any 
different before 1987? 

“When Sadat speaks of peace, he 
thinks of an Interim period in 
which he can become strong enough 
to launch another war... Every 
American President since Israe} 
was established has sald that U.S. 
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Policy is to ensure Israel’s survival. 
It's very nice, but at the -most it 
involves 2 moral commitment for 
the perlod of a particular adminis- 
tration.” 

Mrs. Meir said that international 
guarantees meant 8 U.N. Security 
Council with a Soviet and now 
@ Chinese veto. “God help us if we 
should agree to any borders on the 
assumption that if things turn out 
badly someone will come to our 
rescue. This world does not run to 
Yescue anyone. It is our duty to 
see to it that we have the means 
to save ourselves,” 

Mrs. Meir charged the press with 
making wild accusations against 
offciais in connection with the Ne- 
tivei Neft inquiry and other Inves- 
tugations. ‘She criticized journalists 
who “assumed the right to judge 
People irrespective of official in- 
quiries.”” 

In reply to other questions, she 
told her newsmen audience: “Just as 
you are entitled to an opinion about 
us, so am I entitled to have one on 
the press... You not only have the 
right to write freely — for a free 
Press Is the backbone of 8. free 
Society — but you are also duty 
bound to think at the time,” 

She referred to a recent TV pro- 
gramme which featured a satire on 
Finance Minister Pinhas Sapir: 
“Many countries in the world would 
Consider such a Finance Minister as 
ἃ tremendous asset, One may dis- 
agree with him and even criticize 
his work methods. Satire Is algo per- 
missible, but It should at least be 
in good taste, should be tuteresting 
and be fair. The TV programme on 
Sepir jacked all these three ele- 
ments."
